ret^iiiidg' 'beating •upon- tlie subjeot 
of MJRpopulation-whining ' should re- 
, ^oeive tji^iogj^tent and most , earnest 
iiii:tention:of : those intrusted with the 
adiministration of public affairs. It is, 
liidebd, ft sad commentary upon' the 
present Ministry that thoy appear to 
be wliolly insonsiblo to this over- 
shadowing interest. It is deplorable 
jto. observe that much they do is oalou- 
Mted to convince the would-be settler 
that his presence in this country is not 
desirable. If he should bo po.=!.soBscd 
of sufficient pluck to make his w.iy 
through tho ranks of idle .subordinates, 
what;.doeB he got for his pains ? "Ile- 
serfatibns" in superabundance are. pre- 
sented; but no openings.

Tte foUowing'are extracts from a let- 
ter to the Boston **Globe." 

I was in San Francisco a mouth ago 
to-day, and liko Alexander, I sighed 
for now worhU to conquer. I had 
boon ov'.rywhoro, to Yosomito and 
tho Big Ti'008, and tho Goyaors, and 
Lake Tahoe, and in fact bad seen all 
that was worth seeing in California. I 
wanted to see a new country, and so I 
docided to visit British Columbia and 
Paget Sound. Tho result is before 
you, and hero I am couifoit.ibly quar- 
tered at tho Colonial Hotel, and calmly 
enjoying my "qlium cum dignitato" as 
much as any one in Victoria. I have 
been richly rewarded by coining hero 
for I have found a country little visited 
by "tourists," and which from that 
fact, and from its difficulty of access, 
lias a freshness and charm about it 
that no other place I over visitod pos- 
ses.sed. 

The writer left San Francisco in a 
sailing vosaol and after describing the 
■. oyage says ; — 

We sailed past Bace Books Light, 
and at last anchored in Boyal Roads 
at our journey's end. Morning show- 
ed us much the same kind of scone.'-y 
as wo had observed tho day bofo.o. 
Trial iHlaiid, just off Vctoria har -o. 
was close tons — a bnre, barren roc', 
with a few tree.-^ on it, but 110 inhabii;- 
ants. Wo could aoo tho colobratsd 
San JuauTslaud, also, lying hetwoon 
tho Ilaro and Eosario Straits, and 
garrisoned b\- a few of our own and 
English soldiors, who have, of course, 
soiDorato camps, and occupy tho island 
in common, it being considered neutral 
tcnitory. San Juan is of vastly more 
iiuportance to tho English than to us, 
as it would seriously threaten Victoria 
if held and fortified by hostile troops. 
A glance at; the map wiU explain this 
much better than I can do it on paper. 
This accounts for tho offortB tho Eng- 
lish have already mado to obtain pos- 
session of tho island. It is of no value 
for agricultural purpo.'sos. Victoria 
harbor is by far the prettiest on tho 
Pacific coast. It is small, ho'yover, 
and the channel tortuous, so that 
largo vessels are compollod to go to 
Esquimau li.arlior, live miles from Vic- 
toria. The pl'.ce is omi^hatically a 
beautiful city, for, unlike the majority 
of Pacific const towns, it deserves tho 
name. Coining up the hnrbor, you seo 
the iiiiiiu prut of tho citj" ahoail of you 
oxtondiug in'n Kuburhi on lioth aides 
of tlio li;<rl)()r. The shore? a''0 rocky 
and iiicticro -que, and the houses and 
grounds rvround them an air of 

neatness rareh- seeii'in so lioxv" a coun- 
try. You nrc iinmodiately struck on 
landing with tho fact tti;>(. aUliou.gh 
you are in a fo oign land, everything is 
EngliKh — tho people have tho uiiinis- 
takoablo Eu.gli.sh look about thorn, nud 
tho flag and arms of Engl.and staroyou 
in the face at every turn. Tho cliniai.e 
in this ]>!trt of the world is peculiar. It 
hns its dry and wot season like Califor- 
nia, and unlike it, some suow and ice. 
The prevailing winds in tho dry season, 
summer, are from tho north; (hoy cool 
tho air; .nnd ilio Btiflin^ heat of an 
Eaiiioru city is unknown. Some of the 
liiio.sl v.-eiitb.or I have ever seen any- 
where I havo enjoyed herr>. It is rni.u-e 
likeourlndian summer than anything I 
can think of at this raottient. The only 
drawback is the'foj^, but this generally 
lifts in the morning and leaves tho 
flky as clear os n bell. Tho days in 
summer arc very long, tho e^nn rising, 
about half-past three a. m., and sotting 
at lialf-past eight in evening. In tho 
rainy season, winter, the wind blows 
from the South and it rains Continuous- 
ly, tho sun sonioliiuoH not coining out 
for a niontli at a time. 

The only other towns in Britsh 
C'oluinbiix of any cuiisequonce aro 
Naiiaiino and Now Westminster. Tho 
latter is on tlio mainland and is a now 
and quito lively plnco. Nanaimo is a 
Hinnll town nud is supported by its 
(■o!il iniiii', whicli jirodiice-t the best 
coal of any on tho Pacific Coast. Ban 
Francisco takes most of it, and eeveral 
vessels are employed continually be- 
tween tho two ports. The lumbor 
mills of Biirrard Inlet aro, next to tho 
inines, tho l!ii';^'-e;d, iiulustryin liriti.sh 
(^oluinbia. ?>lilli(ms of feet uf hiinbor 
uro exDortod to tlio west coast of South 
Anii rica aud to Shdnghne from hovu 
every year; but they h.avo a powerful 
rival in tho Pugot Houiul Mills, many 
captains proforriiig to go to some port 
(ui tho Sound where tho navigation is 
good, and thus avoid the (l:iiigoro;i-: 
curn.'nts between Poyal Hoads and 
Burrard Inlet. Tho North-west coun- 
try is omphalically a lumber country. 
\\';i.'iliingti)ii Ti'ri'iiory is nnev.isl. forest 
from the .sea Id il..' iniianlaiiis. British 
Columbia has not got isi) l.-irgo an area 
eoveri'd v,-ilji Liijiljci', tho priueijial part 
iioin.r; a .strip aiinut '.lilil miles long and 
avera;^iiig twenty in width, e.'^touding 
north from our line; hut, Asliat it iackr-i 
in qimniity il makes up in qualify, the 
tinibor boiii.L; larger lliaii oa the Siuiiid. 
This is said to bo owing to tho fact 
that forest fires aro not so frequent as 
on our sido wb^r? fchblndians often Rot 
tho forest on fire ^urpoftoly t.o increase 
tho number -'Of - huckleberry bushes 
which always spring up on tho burnt 
ivaet. 

The treesof this country merit notice. 
Tho mo.st coniuiiiu is fho yellow tir, a 
line, hardy tree, which grows to an 
enormous size— often six and eight 
foot iu diameter, and one hundred and 
fifly to 0110 himdrod and sc''.nnly-livn 
foot high. It it; without doubt tho 
Uuost timber for spars iu tho world; thoy 
can be'bad.of 'anyvBize, and J havo seeu 



a mast ninety-four feet long;'. without a 
knot in it. The principal objections to 
.it are that it rota quickly, "brooms," 
whero'ohafcid, chicks badly on exposure 
to tho sun, nndnovorHoasons thorough- 
ly. The systoni of lumbering hero 
adds to these evils. Tho lumbormon 
but all^the.year round, without any re- 
gard"£6 whether tho sap is up or down; 
and I nm satisfied that if the timber 
was out only in winter there Avould be 
but little complaint about tho short 
life of tho wood, and that tho other 
evils wouldbo lessoned. Cedar is quite 
plenty, of good quality an^ never rots; 
oak is V017 scarce, and of poorquanity; 
it is "brashy,"andtho trees are seldom 
of any size. White pine is very scarce; 
it is nearly as soft as our Maine pine, 
at home, and is all used for local con- 
sumption. Tho yellow fir is really 
"tho" tree, however, and I am under 
the mark in paying that five hundred 
thousand Too! of firnro cut to one thous- 
and of auv oth; r lund.

DESTRUCTIOrj OF THE OREGON CITY 
WOOLEN HULLS BY FIRE. 

The Oregon City Woolen Mills, manu- 
footimng dO.OOOIyards of oassimere, tweedi, 
flannelst blankets, etc., per month, and 
employing IBO hands, were entirely de- 
Btroyed by firo on Saturday morning last. 
A private watohmjin was employed on tlio 
premiHea and gives th« following aocoant 
of the origin of the firo: 

"The night before tho fire the ■watch- 
dog was poisonod. At 2 o'clock on tlio 
following morning, Sir. Slovcr fays ho 
sonndod tho bell, as is his duty orcry 
hour. About half-past two, he started to 
go his rounds, and went out to the dyo- 
houao — which is an outhouse separate 
from the main building. After looking 
around, ho wont by tho baok door into 
the mill, and pTocf:odo<l to tho bolfry to 
go up stairn, As soon aa ho reached th© 
(locond story, ho lieanl a noi?!o aa of some 
one going down tho .stops. Ho proceeded 
to the uppor .'itory, and tlioro, ho saj-s, 
he saw Are had been started in three dif- 
ferent places. Banning to the baok stair- 
way, he saw three men, and hallooed to 
thorn that tho place was on firo, and bcg- 
god them to come and assist him to get 
the hose out to extinguish it. Instead of 
complying with hi.s requoHt, they immo- 
diatoly ran ofT. Ho also stated, that when 
ho ran to where tho hoso was kept, he 
found one seotion removed, and by tho 
time he was able to procui-o and connect 
another section, he had barely time to 
place it in position." 

Only the dye and wool-honso was sared. 
Tho los.* ii $'250,000, on which there was 
an insurance of §05,000. 

As to the origin of the firo, opinion is 
Tery much diTorsified. Many believe it 
■was an act of incendiarism, on account of 
the emploirment of Chinese labor; others 
again say it is Tory possible it occurred 
from spontaneous combu.'ition, a3 there 
are strong icids used in dyeing tho wool, 
which it nnturally oily, and tho combina- 
tion is audi ni might, after a certain time, 
. lead to this result. There is no question, 
however, but that a very strong prejudice 
exists in tho community against the em- 
ployment of Chinamen, and one hoars it 
often froclj' expressed. 

The late Accident onSkecna 
River. 

jThe five' BtirviTors of the late canoe »o- 
oident,on Skeena river arrived yesterday. 
. The canoe l^ft Skeenaforks on tho 26th 
October. When about 12 miles below the 
Forks the canoe was put into an eddy to 
avoid bad water. It swung round and 
knocked its stem o:T ag^iisist (ho blnfT 
ro3k. Two of the nion fliiilloy and 
Breon) got a.sliore, and llvo men jumped 
into Ihc water. Tho c.inoo filled and up- 
set, and Edward Failer was seen no more. 
Bidley reached a paddle to Noal, who by 
this means was saved. McCaffrey, Jnck- 
sottitthdvCollinsr^three of the men still in 
the water — got on the bottom of tho canoo 
and were carried down with tho current. 
Dwinsey swam down tho river, but noon 
Btirik. The canoe was swept down '2\i 
miles where it reached an eddy, and tho 
Indians put out and brought the three 
men ashore; Collins soon died of the ef- 
fects of osposnre. ArcCafTroy was insen- 
siblo hut soon reoovofoil. Collins' body 
was taken back to tlie Forli.T .".nd buried 
by the minors. Jfr. T. Arolulalo read the 
funonil Bcrvii'c in thi pre uMicc of 20 spec- 
tators. Tho Burvivor.s spe.ilc highly of 
the kindness of Messrs. I'arron >t Mit- 
chell, Mr. W. H. Woodcock, Mr. ^^loss 
ariil "Dancing Bill," for tho assistance 
rendered them. Mt. Woodcock clothed 
and kept the prwty without charge at Port 
Essington, and ('apt. Lewis kindly gave 
the poor fellowH a pa^isa.ge to Victoria. 
About 250 oi:a. in gold wer(! lost by the 
Accident.

RETURN OFTHE OTTER. 

$150,000 IN GOLD DUST II 



INTERESTING NEWS. 

By the arrival of the steamer Otter from 
tho North West Coast, we have interesting 
news from Omiueca and other parts. For 
the following report we are indebted to 
Mr. R. E. Green, Purser of tho Ottor: 

The Hudson Bay Company's steamer 
Otter loft Victoria for Skeena River on 
Thursday morning, Nov. l-lth, and arrived 
at Departure Bay and coaled. Loft the 
same night for Cfomox. arriving there at 7 
a. m. on tho 15th. Left Comox at 11 a. 
m. on tho 15th and arrived at Manialillo- 
culla at 6:40 a. m. on the Kith. Left for 
Alert Bay abont 10 a. m. and arrived at 11 
a. m. At Alert Bay, the jirojiritHor, j\Tr. 
McGrath, appeared at thodoorof hi!j.<itnro 
but would not laavo the house, saying the 
Indians were hostile. He was flying the 
Stars and Stripes and when asked why, he 
stated that ho conic} get no protection un- 
der tho lilnglish Flag, and would give tlio 
Island to the first ship that canio along. 
After a time he appeared ■with his gun on 
his shoulder, i)acing up and down like a 
sentry on guard. Subsocinenlly ho camo 
onboard to get his letters and upon read- 
ing a communication from tho Huporin- 
tendent of Indian Affairs with regard to 
the Indians in his vicinity he hauled down 
the Stars and Stripes and hoisted tho Uii- 
inp Jack. The Ottor arrived at Fort Ru- 
port about -i p. ni. the same evening and 
after dischargin.tr freight, tho wind bciii;,' 
in her favor, st^^amod across Queen Chnr- 
lotto's Sound for Skidogate. During the 
night of tho IGth. aha experiencml iv gale 
of wind which lasted all Sunday the 17th. 
On that ovaning the Otter ran for shelter 
in among somo islands unknown to the 
Captain and at daylight on the IMli made 
for Skidogato, where t>\io. arrived about 11 
a. m. After taking on boar.! Mr.ssr^. J'\iw- 
cett and Doana and having rdiipped abont 
27 tons of coal, she loft on tho morning of 
the 19th for Fort Simpson, arriving there, 
after laying during the night off Steven's 
Island, on the morning of tho 20tli. Ijeft 
Port Simpson at 2 p. m. on the 2()t!i for 
Metlfthkathia, where Bhe lay over night, 
and left at 10 a. m. on tlie 21st for Wood- 
cock's, where nho arrived about 1 p. in. 
After discharging freight she Liy over for 
tho night and at daylight on tho 22nd pro- 
eooded to Essington. Discharged freight 
and remained overnight. Loft Essington 
nt noon on the 23rd with abont 100 pas- 
sengers. Called at Woodcock's and took 
about fiO more and proceeded on her way 
to Yictoria, calling iit Bella Bella, Fort 
Rupert and Nanaimo. The trip from 
Woodcock's to Nanaimo was made in 2 
days and 20 hours — including stoppages. 
Among the passengers were MessrsChniios 
and Obwell, Chief Factors H. B. Co. nt 
Babino Lake and Fort St. James, and W. 
11. Woodcock: also Messrs, Deans, Faw- 
cott, Sterling, Fairbrother, CalLin, Farron 
Clarihuo, Carson, Hawks, Blum, Brown 
and Aiusley and about J.60 steerage pas- 
sengers. Amongst the miners were live 
of eight men who were capsized in a canoe 
on their way down from the Forks, losing 
all their stuff, amounting to somo §5000. 
Two of tho other three wore drowned and 
the third died from exhaustion and o:tpo- 
Buro after regaining tho shore, ho bein.L;' 
one of three who hold on to the canoe and 
were carried somo 2,'^ mili^s down the 
river. Tho names of the survivors aro: 
Bobt. Ridley, John Brinn, Jas, Jackson, 
John Neal and James McCafferty. The 
names of the deceased are Falcr, Collins 
and Wra. I^owney. It is Hiipi)osod that 
over S150,000 worth of dn.st camo down 
bj- tlio Otter in all. The Shooting Star 
was loading at Nanaimo, and tho I'liion 
arrived there just after the Otter got to 
the ■s'harf. Two men named Evans and 
McCarthy were arrested at Nanaimo on 
board the Otter on the charge of burning 
sluice boxes and robl)ing them of what 
gold dust was in them. A woman nanioil 
Helen OrlolT, died at Woodcock's on Fri- 
day, Nov. loth, aged 22. Sho was a Rn.s- 
si;in born at Nootohagak, The Otter ar- 
rived at Victoria yesterday morning. 

NEWS'FBOM OMINECA. 

Abont 13 miners were goin.'j to winter 
at Ci-ormanson Creek, and a few on rduii'^en. 
Tho Gold Commissioner, Mr. Filzgi.'rald, 
had gone to Stuart's Lake to winter atFort 
St. James. Slate Creek appears to pro:>- 
poct very well; there were a good many 
river and hill claims taken up. There is 
plenty of iiroviHions for tho miners and 
food for tho animals. Four miners had 
started from Germansen Creek to fru and 
prospect Stranger River whore g(jod [)ro.-i- 
pects had been obtained. Tho minor.s, 
generally, speek favorably of t his Kectiun 
of tho country. The last batch who camo 
<lown by tho Otter left Germanson Creek 
tho first' ^week in October, and descrilje 
tlie trail as in a very good condition. Con- 
aiderablo labor had li'>ou laid out on it in 
cutting awav fallen timber and bridging 
swamps. There was no snow on the 
ground. Tho river li.ad only taken ice for 
two or throe days. There is a nice little 
l)rairie between Babino and tho Forks of 
Skeena whore a hundred settlers could 
easily find room to locate. The ;;oil is 
black vegetable loam, red to|) gr.i";s and a 
stream runs through it. Tiu:( Creek i-; 
a branch of the Aquilgato, (nameil after 
a tribe of Indians who dwell in the nci.gh- 
borhood,who aro very peaceable and well- 
disposed to the whites.) They are most- 
ly Roman Catholics. Babino is, from all 
accounts, the best fishing Btalion in tlie 
country— tho Indians catch salmon ;nid 
salmon trout the wdiolo year roiind. Tlii! 
timber in thin section of tho country i:^ 
mositly spruce and black pine. At the 
Forks there is quite a little town spring- 
ing up. Mitchell keeps a hotel and store; 
Trygannon,a storoand restaurant ;Hankin, 
Tom (-'urrey and Nelson have nt(n-es. 
The Indian fur trade keoi)3 up this place, 
there being 21)0 Indians goiier.'ally oamp- 
iiig round the plnoo, which at timo.s in- 
crease to 300. 'Iha weather was very cold, 
with but little snow. At Woodcock's 
Landing there are two stores and an hotel. 
Here the Otter took aboard about 170 
minors 

AnmxioNATy. 
Jilost of the minors who arrived yc.stor- 
d.ay bad gold dust. One company of llin>i^ 
had .<-5.000. Several exhibit lumps of 
pure silver which they retain iia i)ockot- 
liieee.'^. Tho total amount of gold dust 
brought by tho Otter is statnd at 50,0(10. 
She also bad a valuable cargo of fiu a. Tho 
host claims in tho country aro the Di:;- 
covory claims on Lost and IMansou Ci e.^]{ i. 
12-1 ozs. wero taken out in two weeks by 
the Lost Creek company. No gold quartz 
or silver leads had been discovered.

Tlie Coolie Massacre- 

Partlealariof Uto niurderoas Riot— IVttn ton 

nioodshoti— A Volley Fired liitu tho Uiutnra. 

ruNosroH (.Ta.), O. t. 20, l.s72. — Coolie 
riots in Demerara, which huvo been of 
frequent occurrence, assumed a rather 
serious aspect at Essequebo lately, whore 
order was restored af live of the rioters 
had been shot and seven wounded.' The 
following account of tho affair is taken 
from the "(Jrcole:" 

A band of Coolies rebelled against au- 
thority in Eiscij^uelio last week, and was 
only ([iiieteil after the loss of six lives. It 
a))pear:^ that the iiiimigrants of plantation 
I)»von<;hiro Casllo, h:ivo for sometime 
past been di:i.Hatisfiod with the rate of 
wages paid them. This dis.satisfaetion 
culminated on Frid.ay, the 27tli of Sei)ton.- 
bor, by a band of tin'oi Icaviii;,' the estate 
and proceeding to the iii:i.L;ist i-nte of (lie 
district, Mr. Ijoughran, to dnmand what 
they asserted to bo thoir rights. Tho 
magislrato promised to invewligato the 
matter and to seo justice done. But the 
coolies feigned or felt a belief that thoir 
assumed wrongs ■(vould not be fairly oon- 
sidored, and. tlierefore, openly expressed 
their deteripinatioii at oiu'o to return to 
Devonshire Castlo and •'wreck" tho os- 
ta'.e. 

UlJon this. T^fr. Longhran, with Police 
Insiiector Griiliu and a Binall l^ody of 
police, gathered lis quickly as possible, 
and proceeded aftei\tlie Coolies to tho es- 
tate. .Arrived thero, the latter W(>ro fotiiul 
tohavo taken poss(>ssion of the buildings 
on the estate, and rc])lied by tliroats and 
jeers to tho demiuid of Mr. Loughrau, to 
di.spnrse and return peacably to their work. 
At length, matters becoming momentarily 
nnu e seriouH, Mr Loughran read the riot 
net, taking care that the rioters should be 
made acquainted by an inlorpreter with its 
provisions; and for an luuir after reading 
it the magi.stralo used all in his powers of 
porsuanion to induct' the C'oolies to return 
to thc'ir houses ami' avoid bloodshud; 
but this they steadily refused to do. 

At this stage in the proceedings, when, 
it is is stated, orders wore being given for 
a b.ayonot charge', the b.ickia stick of one 
of the rioters is Kaid to havo Htrnck the 
hammer of tho gun belongiii(; to om? of the 
policemen. It went ofV, killiii;; a mini, 
and was followed by a iliHchargo of somo 
ten more mu.slcots from tho members of 
tho force, who, it is said, fired under the 
impression that orders had been given to 
that efTont. The reriult of th(M-olley was 
tho death of six coolie i, while sflv(m 
others wore seriously wounded. The ofl'ecl. 
upon tho coolies appeurs fo have bi'cn 
instantaneous. Thov lied iiialldirections 
and quickly afterwards returned to and 
hove since remained 'ftt their, work, .sub- 
missive and obedient to aii extent "seldom 
seen in this colony.
